the laſt day of -Haythennext following 
but what ſhould: bee made up into Rolls;

And when 
divers Merchants of London, owners of the 
ſaid Bullion,came to his houſe to let him un- 
derſtand the . great miſchiefe that courſe 
would produce here,andin other parts, what 
prejudice it would beto the Kingdome, by 
_ diſcrediting the Mint, and hindring the im- 
portation of Bullion : hethe ſaid Earletold 
them,that the City of London dealt unduti-. 
fully and unthankfully with his Majeſty,and 
that they were more ready to helpe the Re. 
bell, then ro helpe his Majeſty : and that if 
any hurt came to them, they might thanke 
themſelyes ; and that it was the courſeof. 
other Princes, to make uſe of ſuch monies to 
lervetheir occaſions, 


And when'in the ſame month of Iuly the 
Officers of his Majeſtics Mint came to him,
